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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Chesla teaches a plurality of security perimeter 
routers (Figure 1C). Chesla disloses there are multiple routers and that they constitute the security system and it is deployed at the 
periphery of the network (page 7, paragraph 1 1 8). Chesla goes on to teach determining a discarding threshold. Chesla teaches that the 
packets are filtered based on the threshold collected from trapping module which is based on information received from the FIS module 
(page 8, paragraph 135). 

Lau teaches that there are a plurality of routers that are feeding data into the network (page 2, paragraph 15) and are therefor on the 
perimeter of the network. These routers and network processors perform the filtering and therefor create a security perimeter. Lau also 
teaches that the packet attribute values are aggregated (page 3, paragraph 41). Therefor Lau and Chesla teach all the limitations of the 
claims. 
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
